great personalized 
gift 
can be made by embroidering 
a name or initials on readv- 
made 
handkerchiefs. 
It 
is 
painstaking, but not difficult. 
Write the name or initials in 
the corner of the handkerchief 
and do an overcast stitch with

cotton 
or 
silk 
thread.

These may be made 
using cardboard, 
gift wrap,

Cover the entire back piece 
the solid one with matching 
paper. Glue the one-inch flaps 
that are left on the sides of 
the top cardboard to the bacK 
of the mirror, mitering the 
corners.
